McKelvey sues town and TM 


A five count suit has been 
entered against Wilmington and its 
Town Manager by Kevin 
McKelvey of Border Ave 
McKelvey, who is a lifelong resi- 
dent of Wilmington is asking for 
$104,000 in damages from the town, 
and from Sterling Morris, both in 
his capacity as Town Manager and 
as an individual. The suit was 
entered last Friday, in the 
Middlesex Superior Court in Cam- 
bridge 

Mr. McKelvey was hired on 
January 16 to take part in the plan- 
ning of the Silver Lake sewer ex- 
tension, voted subsequently in the 
March Town Meeting. A story and 
picture appeared in the Town Crier 
on January 22 

He was to be stationed at the 
North Wilmington (Brown's Cross- 
ing) pumping station, where an of- 
fice was being built. His work for

to continue his service to the town, 
and to comply with the terms of 
the agreement with the town. He 
was never paid for his services. 

According to the complaint, Mr. 
Morris offered him the job on 
January 13 and the employment 
was to start on January 19. Later, 
he says, he was informed by the 
Town Counsel that the Town 
Manager did not have the authori- 
ty to hire McKelvey, and that the 
Selectmen had refused to ratify 
the action, and therefore, he, 
McKelvey, was no longer to be 
hired by the town.

“Bad News Bears’’ 


a ‘‘must see” 
for Little League 
Baseball fans

The Little League baseball season is upon us and the 
kids - and many parents are in traiming for a summer 
of exciting play on the smaller area diamonds. 

The kids dress like and try to adopt the style of many 
of their major league favorites. Unfortunately too 
many of the parents continue to think that the 
youngsters are playing in the big leagues - where the 
pressure to succeed is great. 

That pressure from the parents who play, the role of 
“fan” in Little League baseball just shouldn't be there. 

Last week the Crier received a letter from a reader 
who was upset at the way “fans” yelled at the Little 
Leaguers. That kind of nonsense doesn't belong im Lit- 
tle League ball and it’s high time some of the 
“shouters” and “‘presSuring parents” ease up. 

Many of them would (and should) receive a rude 
awakening if they took in a motion picture that is 
currently playing around the area. 

“The Bad News Bears” stars Walter Matthau as the 
coach of a hapless Little League team. - ““The Bears” 
the Bears are bad. Matthau, im an attempt to bolster 
his stumbling squad goes out and recruits a girl pitcher 
(Ta tum O'Neal). 

Q'Neal gradually turns the team’s fortunes around 
as the Bears get involved im a championship contest 
where the opposing coach (excellently portrayed by 
Vic Morrow) is an example of how menancingly ugly a 
Little League coach can be when a championship rules 
over all else - namely the kids having fun. 

Director Michael Ritchie gives us a glimpse of the 
Bears having fun while they win under the direction of 
the boozy, easy going Matthau character. More im- 
portantly however is the look Ritchie provides of the 
“fans” as they cheer the playerson. Some of them are 
rued - some are downright vulgar. Much of what the 
Little Leaguers say is a bit tasteless too. It makes you 
wonder - where are they getting this “competitive 
urge” from? Do they really want to'win that badly? 
Would one of the Bears make good on his statement - 
to an opponent - “‘I'll stick this bat where the sun never 
shines?” No, but his dad might if the umpire makes a 
bum call against his kid. 

Make po mistake about it - this is a fun film. The 
kids are perfectly natural and Matthau and Morrow 
are perfect examples of what a coach should and 
shouldn't be. 

But Ritchie gives us a look at what is wrong with our 
sports system in the United States. A girl pitcher is 
brought in and immediately she is looked at as an out- 
sider who shouldn't be playing on the same field with 
boys her own age. Ritchie dispells that ridiculous 
belife. Tatum fits right in. The director centers much 
of the film’s action in the final championship game. 
Here all that is wrong about sport is brought together. 
We can see it in the fans and im the opposing Coach 
Morrow. What made this film worthwhile is that the 
Bears are a group that had the ability to beat “the 
system.”’ They have fun whether wimning or losing. 
Even the Matthau character is a bit disturbing im that 
he goes out and recruits players to improve his team’s 
chances of winning. 

That final game should be seen by alll Little League 
parents who get the urge to pressure their kids imto 
success. Winning isn’t everything. I know the 
Tewksbury Little League has a policy of playing 
everybody and that’s the way it should be. But a kid 
shouldn't be put in for two innings just so the coach can 
say he played everybody. 

This method only makes the kid feel like he is fulfill- 
ing an obligation. If a weak player only plays an inning 
when his team is way ahead or way behind, the 
manager isn’t following the “play everybody” policy. 
He is merely giving it lip service. 

The manager who does that should take im the “Bad 
News Bears.” Little League parents should see the . 
film - before the season gets too far along. Have fun 
kids.

He was also Johnathan H. Buck 
when he was named the executor 
of his grand uncle's will, in 1885. It 
was some time after that date that 
he became John Henry. 
Mildred Buck, incidently, is the 
lady who embarassed the Town 
‘Crier, about 10 years ago, when 
this paper was reporting on the 
military history of that family 
Men from the Buck family of 
Wilmington had served in every 
war in which Massachusetts Bay 
Colony, or the United States had 


taken part, up until World War II, 
and so the Town Crier commented. 

There were an immediate 
number of letters from all over the 
country, saying in effect: “My 
cousin - My brother - etc. served 
in World War II.” 

The Town Crier story was of 
Wilmington Bucks. The letters 
were from other towns and cities,’ 
and perhaps it is pleasing to think 
that all over the country people 
named Buck still consider 
themselves Wilmington Bucks. 

The embarrassing letter came 
from Mildred. She served in the 
US Air Force in World War II, and 
she was and is a Wilmington Buck. 
Mildred served three years 

The Town Crier was commen- 
ting on males of the Buck family, 
so perhaps the ladies can say the 
Town Crier is a chauvenistic male. 

Anyway, Mildred scored a point.
